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Overflight Morning Saudi Time 


Reports from two overflights were available today. The first flight was from 
SLAR aircraft and covered the central and northern Gulf: The second was 
from a CH-46 helicopter and concentrated on the nearshore area of the Saudi 
Arabian coast. 


Oil distributions appeared in the same general areas os they were seen 
yesterday. The most significant oil concentration is still found in the nearshore 
region between Abu Ali island and Ra's al Tanagib. From here north scattered 
sheens and patches of oll are seen along the coast as far as Bubiyan Island. 
Most of these sighting are consistent with the refloating and rewashing of oil 
that was stranded along the coast, but there are a few examples of relatively 
small releases of fresh oil. Specific areas of sheen were seen E and SE of 
Bublyan Island, near the entrance of Kuwait Harbor. 


In the offshore region, scattered patches of sheen and mousse streaks were 
sighted in two general regions south of the Kuwait - Saudi Arabian border, as 
indicated on the attached map. In addition another area of sheen was sighted 
at about 29 degrees latitude off the Kuwait coast. A small series of streaks 
and sheen were once again seen around the terminal at Al Bakar, 


Gulf Spill Trajectory Update 


Winds for the next few days will be from the N and NNW. A pronounced sea 
breeze is expected to move the oil closer to shore each afternoon. The general 
trends that we have seen over the last week are expected to continue. The oil 
in the nearshore region is expected to remain where it is with no significant 
amounts of oil rounding Abu Ali, The slicks floating offshore will continue to 
spread out and move south at a few miles per day and generally trending 
onshore. New oiling is expected along the Kuwait coast south of Ming al 
Ahmadi. 
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Overflight Morning Saudi Time 


Reports from two overflights were available today. A SLAR aircraft covered the 
central and northern Gulf and a CH-46 helicopter concentrated‘on the 
nearshore area of the Saudi Arabian coast. 


3 MARCH 


No new areas of floating oll were observed during today's overflights. The 
heaviest concentrations of oil are still seen along the nearshore region between 
Abu Ali Island and Ra's al Tanaqib. 


In the offshore areas, south of the Kuwait - Saudi Arabian border, floating oil 
appears as scattered patches of sheen with some lines or bands of heavier 
water in oif emulsion (mousse). One of these patches is centered about 20 
miles east of Ras al Saffaniya. A second and larger patch is further to the east 
and appears in SLAR imagery as a series of widely scattered sheen patches 
extending from about 80 miles east of Ras al Khafji to about 25 miles east of 
Abu Ali. 


In Kuwait waters there are several areas where floating oil was observed. The 
first is a long streak of sheen and mousse that appears to be trending in a 
SSW direction from the channel south of Bubiyan Island. The second is a 
series of small sheen and mousse patches that appear to be drifting in a 
southerly direction from around the terminal at Al Bakar. The third region is a 
relatively large area of scattered sheen and mousse at Mina’ Su'ud, 


A re-examination of yesterday's overflight data and detailed comparison to 
todays flight indicate that the reports yesterday of oil coming out of the channel 
north of Bubiyan Island were probably incorrect. This area does not have 
significant concentrations of floating gil. 


Gulf Spill Trajectory Update 


Winds for the next few days will be from the N and NNW. A pronounced sea 
breeze is expected to move the oil closer to shore each afternoon. The general 
trends that we have seen over the last week are expected to continue. During 
the 5th and 6th the forecast calls for winds from the E and these will tend to 
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threaten coastal areas that have floating oil just off shore. After the 6th winds 
are forecast to once again switch around to the N and NNW. 


The major oll concentration that is along the Saudi coast between Abu Ali and 
Ra's al Tanaqib will generally stay where it is. . 


Offshore patches of oil will mover generally south and during the 5th and 6th 
are likely to shift west closer to the coast. Of particular interest are the oil 
patches that are presently north and east of Abu Ali. These should move south 
of the point over the next two days and then during the easterly wind event will 
move toward the nearshore zone and threaten coastal impacts near Al Jubayl 
and along the coast to the south. The present trajectory analysis does not 
suggest coastal oiling south of Abu Ali, but a small increase in either the 
magnitude or the duration of the easterly winds could lead to scenarios that 
include coastal impacts. 


The oil concentrations along the Kuwait coast are expected to move south and 


toward shore. New oiling is expected along the Kuwait coast south of Mina al 
Ahmadi during the 5th and 6th, 
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Congressional Affairs 


Attached are two pages of oil spill overflight information, 
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A special subcommittee of the Saudi Scientific Committee was 
established by Dr. Tawfigq to facilitate decisions on the use of 
bioremedial agents. The subcommittee is headed by Dr. Ibrahim 
Alam. Captain Jensen, USCG tasked LCDR Gary Petrae, NOAA and Dr. 
Peter Hinchcliffe (U.K. Department of Transport) to assist the 
subcommittee in their deliberations. The subcommittee has been 
meeting daily since February 16. Over 60 companies have 
submitted proposals for the use of biological agents, including 
over 45 from the United States. 

The issue of full technical guidance mentioned in the first 
paragraph of Alpha Environmental's letter deserves some 
discussion. At their first meeting, the bioremediation 
subcommittee members expressed concerns about the efficacy, 
toxicity and threat system proposed by Alpha Environmental. They 
were requested to provide additional information addressing these 
concerns. Subsequent meetings were held to review additional 
information submittals and to work together to prepare a plan for 
a two-phase demonstration. Phase one was to be aquaria tests to 
measure effectiveness and toxicity of the Alpha Environmental 
system using oil from the Gulf slick. If the system was shown to 
be effective through chemical analysis in enhancing natural 
biodegradation, if no serious toxicity to marine organisms was 
shown and if additional information indicated that there was no 
threat to human health or the environment from the microbe 
culture, then it was proposed to conduct phase two-a small-scale 
field demonstration. Information was provided indicating 
potential toxicity hazards from the nutrient mix and from the 
bioremediation system overall. A limited amount of effectiveness 
data was provided. Phone conservations, at Alpha Environmental's 
invitation, with U.K. labs indicated that the effectiveness tests 
to date have shown limited effects and that the toxicity tests 
were inconclusive. Information was provided from the Chief of 
Pathology at a U.S. hospital that indicated the Alpha 
Environmental system bacteria culture did not contain some known 
human pathogens. There was no information addressing the 
possibility of pathogenicity to marine species. On 

February 19, 1991, Alpha Environmental terminated discussions and 
their proposal was reviewed by the subcommittee using all the 
available information and the draft protocol for bioremediation 
proposal review. 


Regarding the issue of "Enthusiastic Support" contained in the 
second paragraph, neither Dr. Al-Gain nor Prince Fahd share the 
stated "enthusiasm." During an overflight on February 21, 1991 
with Dr. Al-Gain, Captain Jensen discussed the issue of 
bioremediation with him at length. Dr. Al-Gain's concern centers 
around the introduction of non-indigenous micro-organisms into 
the Arabian Gulf. The Gulf experiences a tremendous number of 
oil spills annually and has built up a very active indigenous 
micro-organism population. He is concerned over the long-term 
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effects of the added micro organisms. In a meeting February 16, 
1991 with Prince Fahd, the Vice Governor of the Eastern Province, 
Dr. Tawfiq, Dr. Dabbagth, and Captain Jensen, Prince Fahd raised 
the issue of bioremediation. Dr. Tawfiq shared the same concern 
expressed by Dr. Al-Gain, Prince Fahd appeared to concur 
completely. 


The third paragraph alleges that LCDR Petrae, NOAA, Dr. Bill 
Lehr, NOAA, and Mr. Bob Caron, EPA, have mounted a negative 
effort to block a trial deployment. Other than attending the 
first Bioremediation Subcommittee meeting, Dr. Lehr and Mr. Caron 
have had no direct input into the issue. As mentioned above, 
LCDR Petrae and Dr. Peter Hinchcliffe have been involved, in an 
advisory role, in the activities of the subcommittee. The 
Bioremediation Subcommittee, has been developing 4 protocol to be 
applied in the certification of any one of the many 
bioremediation proposals received to date. Dr. Dabbagh, has on 
several occasions expressed his appreciation to Captain Jensen 
for the positive contributions and professionalism shown by both 
LCDR Petrae and Dr. Hinchcliffe. 


With respect to paragraph four, it is Captain Jensen's strong 
impression that the entire senior response organization staff, 
including Dr. Al-Gain, Dr. Tawfigq and Dr. Dabbagh, is 
professionally comfortable with the Saudi strategy for 
certification and use protocols in final development concerning 
the bioremediation issue. 


The Saudis are clearly developing their own policy guidance 
concerning bioremediation. The International Interagency 
Assessment Team, through its U.S. and U.K. members, is merely 
providing input based on professional knowledge and collective 
experience. In my opinion, the Saudis are to be applauded for 
their deliberate and professional approach to dealing with this 
controversial issue in a technical and no-political manner.

OF THE DIRECTORATE-GENERAL FOR ENVIRONMENT (DG-X1)

PROBLEMS REGARDING THE GULF OIL SLICK BOTH WITH THE IMO
